Certainly not engine oil. The usual hydrocarbon coolant for plexiglas 
machining is kerosene, but I can't stand the odor, personally. It's one 
of the few valid uses for WD-40. :-) Machining coolants are 
selected for their characteristic of actually breaking down at the 
cutting edge - otherwise you don't get any metal cutting action. A 
synthetic motor oil is probably the worst example of this - just a lot 
of smoke and heat if you try and use it for drilling or other machining. 


A detergent mix is excellent - there are tons of water based coolants in 
the industry. The only caveat is - unless you have a CNC machining 
center designed around water based coolants, you may have problem with 
tool corrosion, depending on what you use to do the cutting and how easy 
it is to remove the water and dry it out afterwards. The manufacturer 
of my lathe (Hardinge) prohibits the use of water based coolants. 


You can do some pretty deep dish stuff with WD-40 and a sharp cutting 
edge - http://aafradio.org/garajmahal/Vacuum_chuck.jpg is a "vise" I 
made for machining wire grooves in thin (1/8") strips of teflon for 
BC-610 and old B&W transmitting coils. The entire bottom is a 1" thick 
piece of plexiglas, hollowed out except for support "islands" to help 
the aluminum top plate stay absolutely flat under a vacuum.

This is what's commonly known as a fly cutter. It's a single point tool 

(meaning that it makes only one cut per revolution). Do not ever try to use one 
in a hand drill if you value your life. It imposes a large eccentric load on 

the driver, and once the center-drill loses control (which it will as soon as 

the cutter breaks through the far side), all bets are off. It's main 

advantage, when used in a drill press with the work piece securely clamped down to 
the 

table, is that it can be set to diameters in between those of commonly 

available hole saws. And it's cheap. Otherwise, it cuts slowly (one cut per 
revolution versus dozens of cuts for a hole saw) and routine use will wear out the 
bearings in even a good drill press. It's only other advantage is that it is 
cheap. 


And no, it will not cut a cleaner hole than a good hole saw (there are also 
cheap hole saws). One common result of using a fly cutter in a handheld 
electric drill is disembowelment. 


Or to put it another way, if you don't know what you are doing, it may be a 
very painful way to die. A bullet to the head is cheaper and almost painless.

Flywheel cutters have been around for decades, and I have used the 
Ace Hardware version with success.It is ruggedly designed. However, 
be forewarned that these cutters can be extremely dangerous if not 
used properly. The material you are cutting MUST be securely clamped 
to the bed of a drill press (on a block of wood). Larger floor-mount 
drill presses are preferable to the smaller bench type. You should 
set the speed to be quite slow and it is essential to use a cutting 
fluid. Be very careful to advance the bit slowly. A flywheel cutter 
requires more precautions and care than anything elso you can do with 
a drill press. 


In general, I've had better success with conventional hole saws, 
provided you use the type made for cutting metal. When I have a 
choice, I always opt for the hole cutter or, better still, if 
drilling a metal chassis or panel, a chassis punch.

Two things come to mind that could compromise AVC action: An AVC controlled 
tube with grid emission will reduce receiver gain and load the AVC line to 

some extent. But a mica cap you haven't changed could be the culprit. They 
do go bad and get leaky from internal corrosion (not the same as paper rot).

I totally agree with all the warnings about fly cutters. For me it's the 
LAST solution to drilling a large diameter hole in anything without a good 
solid setup in a drill press. Let me add, a fly cutter will rip your hand 
apart worse than slipping up with a meat cleaver. One hand in you back 
pocket while advancing the press.... 


I'm surprised no one mentioned using a scroll saw. The kind used for 
cutting intracate shapes like house numbers, etc. To cut a perfect circle 
simply provide a pivot point the radius distance from the blade, rotate the 
work piece about the pivot while the blade cuts the circumfrance. Allow a 
little more/less radius so you can hand finish to the final diameter if a 
critical dimension. 


If you don't want to invest in a hobby grade scroll saw visit your local 
cabinet shop....
